“Enough of this absurd system, 
in which for a calculated mintmium 
solary’ a minimum of cffort. is 
furnished and ao minimum — result. 
collectively produced. Enough of 
this opposition between — different 
groups of producers, which polsons 
and pornlyses French activity.” 

NEW PSYCHOLOGY 

De Gaulle defined his deus of 
association this way: 

“First of-all, everyone in Whe same 
“group of enterprises, all who fo to 
make If) up—mnonngers, foremen, 
workmen—would together, fix ther 
conditions of labeur, notably = thelr 
pay, acting as equals, with organised 
arbitration.” 

A system ke this, de Gaulle 
sald, would give birth “to another 
psycholoyy than that of exploitation 
of one group oby another, or ‘clasa 
war. "When this association — has 
been organised, de Giulle. added, 
“Its representatives could and 
shoul be tneorparnted into the 
state” : 

He said representatives of such an 
association sitting in the Council of 
the Republie would ‘increase the 
importance of that house of the 
Frentn Parliament, the functions of |: 
which are now largely ndvisory.—
